VEINER & McGORMAN, TWO POPULAR 
LIBERALS, NOMINATED 


Two popular and able Liberal 
nominees well into the campaign 
saddle are Harry Veiner of Brooks, 
candidate for Medicine Hat, and 
Mr. McGorman of Penhold, candi- 
date for Red Deer. With these 
total nominations for Alberta 
seats at Ottawa to date are 16. 


Carrying the enthusiastic April 
12th Medicine Hat convention on 
the first ballot, live-wire Harry 
Veiner received a great ovation 
from the 800 attending—the larg- 
est number ever to attend a Medi- 
cine Hat political convention. 


Born 45 years ago in Dysart, 
Sask., Harry took his early educa- 
tion in that province and then at- 
tended St. John’s College and Wes- 
ley College in Winnipeg. Later, 
while homesteading with his dad, 
Mr. I. Veiner, at Lipton, Harry 
took time out to establish a unique 
record of stamina and accomplish- 
ment in the athletic circles of 
Regina. 


In one day, in the early thirties, 
he won the Leader-Post Trophy for 
a 12-mile marathon, took the 440- 
yard sprint four hours later, the 
100-yard dash half an hour after 
that and then, to emboss his crown, 
played in a soccer match. 


Rugby, however, was his real 
love. Playing three seasons with 
the Regina Roughriders he did not 
retire from active competition 
until 1937, then a member of the 
Medicine Hat senior squad. 


In 1939 Harry leapt to enlist 
from the SAR reserve and made 
his way to become district inspec- 
tor of catering for M.D. 13. His 
superiors maintain that in this 
capacity Mr. Veiner saved the 
Canadian government millions of 
dollars» through elimination of 
waste in food handling throughout

Rail Passengers’ 
Fares Increased 
By 15 Per Cent 


Passengers on Canada’s slow- 
moving trains began to pay as 
much as 15 per cent more on first 
class tickets last week. 


After midnight last Tuesday,’ 
first-class passengers paid in- 
creased fares. The boost was ap- 
proved by the transport board. 


Repeal of the federal transporta- 
tion tax in March’s federal budget 
set off a chain reaction which 
ended up with railway passengers 
no better off than before. 


COACH FARES 


Following the repeal of the 
transport tax, railways automati- 
cally increased coach class fares 
by 15 per cent. Because the coach 
class fares were substandard, no 
transport approval was needed to 
raise them. Pending approval by 
the transport board of the latest 
increase, coach class and first class 
fares have been the same since the 
former were raised, effective 
April 10. 


Railway spokesmen were quick 
to assure commuters that the full 
15 per cent boost will not apply 
on an overall basis. Long trans- 
continental trips from Halifax to 
Vancouver will not be greatly af- 
fected by the increase. Example: 
an increase of only 85 cents in a 
ticket from Edmonton to Halifax. 


SHORT TRIPS 

Brunt of the increase appears 
to have fallen on local fares where 
there is no competition factor.

Takes Back Seat 

To South Road 


Disappointed boosters of the 
northern Yellowhead route of Can- 
ada’s non-existent transcontinental 
highway, were given a bit of con- 
solation by Hon. James A. Mac- 
Kinnon, minister without port- 
folio last week. 

Soothing the decision of the four 
western provinces to build the 
projected highway over the Kick- 
ing Horse Pass and the southern 
route, Mr. MacKinnon told discon- 
solate Edmontonians that’ the 


Yellowhead might be an alterna- 
tive route in the future. 


TWO HIGHWAYS 

“In my opinion there will be a 
couple of highways ultimately,’ he 
said. “I feel that the Yellowhead 
will be developed as an alternate 
route.” 


In the meantime a special con- 
ference of provincial highway min- 
isters on the route question was 
scheduled for Ottawa in July. Al- 
though the southern route was de- 
cided on as a general agreement, 
details still had to be worked out. 

At any rate, final adoption of 
the south plan would not be ap- 
proved by all the parties until a 
great deal of discussion has taken 
place. Although the federal gov- 
ernment has left the matter to the 
provinces, federal representatives 
will probably sit in on negotia- 
tions. 


In spite of negotiations 
aimed towards the southern 
route, the Yellowhead’s back- 
ers in the west are not taking 
things lying down. Gritted 
Edmonton’s strappy Edmon- 
ton Bulletin: ’The Yellowhead 
must havé primary considera- 
tion because of its tourist, 
military and economic advan- 
tages . .. The claims of the 
Yellowhead to first considera- 


tion are so incontrovertible, 
and so unanswerable that it is 
difficult to imagine intelligent 
men even giving a thought to 
any other choice.” 


Further west automobile cara- 
van from McBride, B.C., and Jas- 
per met on the Yellowhead high- 
way to officially open the west 
road for the season. 


The enthusiastic motorists built 
up soft spots in the road as they 
drove along and even replanked 
five bridges while they were on 
their way. At Lamming Mills, 
B.C., volunteers offered to gravel 
the Dennison hill at Mount Robe- 
son. It looked as if the secondary 
Yellowhead route would be in the 
hands of volunteer workers for 
some time to come.,

Pierce Harris, who writes a col- 
umn for the Atlanta Journal, tells
